For this, her brute of a husband 


beat her. Judge Jones charged thc jury 
that the wife's act of breaking the bottle, 
did not justify her husband in striking her ;

bottle was an exception ; that a wife was 
perfectly justifiable in seizing her husband's 
rum bottle wherever she could lay hands on 
it, and destroying it: and that'in ihis in- 
stance the defendant did no more than what 
a sensible woman ought to have done.
